■ At my lasl writing, I was at North 
Georgetown, arul now I am at West Inde- 
rendence, I have visited Middle Branch, 
Louisville, Fair Havtn, Homer, North 
Liberty, Ankneytown, Buckeye City, 
Glenford, and Mt. Zi on. I also stopped 
one night in Ashland visiting in Brother 
Gnagey's and Brother Keim's homes in 
the Boarding Hall. It was a quiet restfnl 
evening to me. I was glad to find the S. 
S. C. E at work thai afternoon and even- 
ing, and to learrt thai ttiey arc prospering 
so nicely. Dr. Worst, and the Publishing 
house afford them |>lenty of work, morè 
even than they can accotnplish. We wish 
the same opportunities were afforded lo 
Fome oihers of our societies who are so 
willing to work, but who are located 
where not so much work is open lo them. 

I have onlyone new organization to re- 
port this time, that at the Mt. Zion 
church, Needmore, Hocking Co., O. U'e 
òrgan ized there wilh fourteen members, 
with sister Jennie Paliner as President. 
That was my first visit to ihat church. I 
found a very pleasant and hospitable peo- 
ple, and in spite of the very bad roads, a 
good attendance. On Saturday night, we 
had the pleasure of seeing a young broih- 
er accept Christ, a brother in the flesh of 
our ministerial brethren |. H, Patmer, 
and Daniel Palmer. 

Homer church now has an tclive Sis 
ter's Society, but we regret that it has not 
yet accepted the S. S. C. K. constituí i on. 
We regret this all the morè, bec au se, 
while sotne of them are in sjmpathy with 
the purposes of ihe S S. C. K., and in fa- 
vor of contributing to the support of the 
Theological department of the College 
they exclude ihemselves from the privileg- 
es of the Sister's sessions of the Confer- 
ences, because òrgan iz>jd unilf a dtffer- 
ent roiistiintii.il. We believe 4owever, 
that it is only a que^tion of a little time, 
until they will fa! I in to line, and forní one 
link in an unbroken chain joining in one 
large circle, all the t hurches in the broth- 
erhood. What a ylad day that will be, 
when all our churches shall be of one 
mind and one heart, when our sisters 
shall all be oiganized under one consti- 
tulion, with one commou purpose, bear- 
ing one couimon name, and our young 
people no longer òrgan ized under the dif- 
rerent names of K. C, V. P. S. C. E., 
K. C. of C. E., but all one in name as 
they are now in purpose. 

At the other points 1 visiled, I found 
some of the societies doing oïdy airly 
well, and some doing very well. Thereds 
no real cause for discouragenient, for 


those doing only fairly well are in the nii- 
nority, and. they express a hope of morè 
healthful activity in the future. The 
most discouraging feature of my work has 
been the unfavorable weather, preventing 
as good attendance at church services as 
we would otherwise have, and also lessen- 
ing the financtal assistance. In spite of 
small congregations sometimes, and in 
spite of scarcity of money, my collections 
have exceeded expenses. 

At Ankneytown, we were called upon to 
conduct the funeral services of the baby 
daughter of brother and sister Frank Gar- 
ber. This we have always found the 
hardest work of the ministry, especially 
when the bereaved unes are those we have 
learned to lo ve. 

How hard it is for the mother to see 
her precious little bud laid sway, but 0, 
what a bright side to the sorrow ! Thnnigh 
the cbmii, what a bright ray of light 
shines ! Not dead, but gone with the àn- 
gels, galhered up into the arms of Christ, 
forever safely sheltered in Ihe heavenly 
fold. Look up, father, look up, mother, 
heaven is your darling's home, and if 
faithful, you shall nu-et it again, "Some 
sweet day, by and by." 

A few days ago, we sent out the remit- 
tance blanks to the societies. Two" or 
three societies wdl not receive blanks, be- 
cause we have never been able to learn 
the names of any of their officers. We 
h -»pe they will send in their dues wiiiiout 
blanks or else send us the names of their 
presidents. Please remit prompily by 
April i. 'l'he blanks will reach even Ehe 
most remo te societies so early this time, 
lliat there will be no excuse for tardiness. 

With this cominnnica'ion we will send 
another S. S. C. K. program. We hope 
the societies as much as possible will use 
these programs. We should like to hear 
through the Evangkust from those so- 
cieties, that use them. Are they helpful 
to you ? Can you make suggestions by 
which we may make them morè helpful ? 
How inany of the societies would be will- 
ing lo pay a small amount, fi ve cents a 
month, or ten cents a quarter to receive 
these programs on separate slips of paper, 
for distrilHilion in the society ? It would 
add much to the interest of the meeting, 
to have a number of copies of the pro- 
gram for ihe members. and after the lype 
has been set for the Evanokust, it would 
not cost much to print a number of slips. 
Shall we hear from you in this ? 

To-iïiorrow, I expect to go to the Be- 
thesda church, near Pioneer, Williams 
Co. , to begin a protrarted meeting, after 
which t shall take up ihe S. S. C. F.work 
again.
